On Saturday, November 24, from 10 to 12 am, instructors in the Department 
of Art History and Education at The Cleveland Museum of Art will demonstrate the 
use of Line Find , the Museum* s newly published workbook for children of grade- 
school age. 

Line Find , written by Museum instructor Susan Braham with the help of students 
in the Museum's Saturday classes, explores the linear qualities in nine Museum 
works of art, including paintings, prints, sculpture, and textiles* The workbook 
explains how these objects were made, encourages the young reader to look for line 
in other works of art and provides space for him to copy these works or make 
drawings of his own. It is intended to be used during a visit to the Museum. 

On Saturday, November 24, a red line will guide children, who should be 
accompanied by an adult, to each of the selected works, where an instructor will 
be stationed to explain the work and assist the child with activities suggested 
by the workbook. . At some works there will be demonstrations of the tools and 
techniques used to produce them. 

Copies of Line Find can be purchased for $1,50 at the Museum Sales Desk 
prior to the demonstration. The Museum will open at 9 am on Saturday, November 24. 
Although Line Find activities begin at 10 am, participants can join, the Line Find 
tour anytime before 11 am and still be able to visit all nine works described in 
the workbook. 

Line Find will be a regular stock item at the Museum Sales Desk. It makes an 
excellent Christmas gift for a child interested in art.
